Altmen know thegreat number of Papiſts which 
ſerve intheir Army,Commanders,and others, the 
great Induſtry they have uſed to corrupt the Loy- 
alty and Aﬀection of all Our Subje&ts of that Re- 
ligion, the private promiſes & undertakings they 
have made tothem, that ifthey would affiftthem

againſt Us, allthe Lawes made intheir prejudice 
ſhould be repealed, yet neither the weaknefle of 
Our own condition, nor the other Arts uled a- 
gainſt Us, could prevaile with Usto invite thoſe 
of that Religionto comero- Our ſuccour or to re- 
call Our Proclamation which forbad themtodo 
ſo.. And Weare confident (chough We know of 
ſome fewy whole eminent Abilities in command 
and conduct,and moderate and unfactious diſpo. 
ſitions hath moved Us inthis great neceſſity to 
imploy them-in this [ervice)- thata far greater 
number ofthatReligion is in the Army of the Re- 
bells, then in Our own. And We doe aſſure Our 
good Subjes though We ſhall alwaies remem- 
ber theparticular ſervices which particular men 
have orſhall in this exigent of Ours performe to 
Ls with that grace and bounty which becomes a 
juſt Prince, yer We ſhall be lo far from ever giving 
theleaſt countenance or encouragementto' that 
Religion, that We ſhall alwaies uſe Our utmoſt 
endeavqur to (uppreſſe it, by the. execution of 
thoſe good & whollome Lawes already in force 
againſt Papiſts, and concurring in ſuch further 
remedies as the cate and wiſdom ot Us and both

Forthe ſecond, of Ouir intention to make War 
upon Our Parliament-and ſo to root out Parlia- 
ments. Theſcandall is ſo {enſelefle, when Our 
Accuſation of a few particular Perſons for parti- 
cular crimes notoriouſly committed, adjudged by 
the known Lawes of the Land tobe Treaſon, is 
evident, that no man can be moved with it, who 
doth not believe adozen ortwenty fa&tious, ſedi. 
tious Perſons,to be the high Court of Parliament, 
which canfiſts of King, Lords,and Commons; & 
for the Priviledges of itwhoever doth not believe 
thattorailean Army to murther and depoſe the 
King,to alter the whole frame of Government & 


eſtabliſhed Lawves of the Land by extemporary, 


extravagant Votes & reſolutions of either or both 
Houſes,to force & compell the Members to ſub- 
mitto the faction and Treaſon of a few, and to 
take away the Liberty and freedom of Conſulta- 
tion fromthem, to bethe Priviledges of Parlia- 
ment, muſt confeſle thatthe Army now raiſed by 
Us is nolefle for the vindication and preſervation 
of Parliament then for Our own neceſſary de- 
fence. We have often ſaid, and We till ſay, that 
We believe many Inconveniences have grown 
upon this Kingdom. by the roo long intermiſſion 
of Parliaments, that Parliaments are the only ne-
